CONSPIRACY REVEALED AT CALCUTTA 
PROVES TO BE MOST SERIOUS—

Wife Murder Charged. 
HENRY STEINBURG, A SCENE PAINTER 
OF BOSTON, WANTED IN THE WEST, 

Winnipeg, May 4.—The police of

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A SULPHUREOUS CALDRON, 


(By A. Banker.) 


A few miles west of Naples is the 
vost crater of an extinct voleano (from 
which no eruption has taken place since 
A. D. 1198), known as’ the Solfatara. 
Bul, although in a sense extinct, yet 
at various points it is always belching 
forth dense, sulfocating volumes of 
while sulphureous fumes; jets of sul- 
phur vapor issuing from yawning clefts 
and gaping fissures and rents in the 
solidified mud floor of the crater in al! 
directions; and even from the cliffs en- 
compassing the great hollow strange 
puffs of smoke are from time to time 
seen breaking out amongst the bushes 
and shrubs growing thereon. It is Stat- 
ed in a guide book that a roaring sound 
az; of thunder or. of muskelry fire ac- 
companies these eruptions, This, how- 
ever, is certainly not always the case. 
But even when there are no swelling 
blasts, and no booming stridor caused 
by these outbursts from this safely 
valve of Nature the scene is so weird 
and mystic that an uncanny, unearthly 
spell appears to pervade the place, for- 


cibly reminding the visitor of Gustave 
Dore’s terrible picture of the nether re- 
gions in his illustrations of Paradise 
Lost. 

The great crater—it is about a mile 
im circumference, and, unlike other vol- 
canoes, is not at the summit of a moun- 
fain, but on almost level ground—ap- 
pears to be a vast caldron of boiling 
water, upon which floats a crust of sol- 
idified mud about three feet in thick- 
ness. Here is a small lake of water 
furiously boiling; bere an island on 
which the beautiful Mediterranean while 
heather is blooming luxuriantly, nol- 
withstanding the sulphur fumes (owing, 
hewever, probably to these fumes the 
flowers decay very soon after being 
plucked); here a ridt from which issues 
a stream of noxious gas and steam; 
while the mud floor, many acres in ex- 
tent, upon which the visitor is cautious- 


ty walking reverberates with a hollow 
sound if stamped upon. In fact if a} 
regiment of soldiers were to march 

across ithe crater, in all probawbilily 
the crust would collapse and they would 
all be plunged into the huge caldron 
beneath. , 

And perhaps this strange sulphureous 
earth-vent may remind some of the fig- 
urative “fire and brimstone" which is the 
fate of 4hose shut out from the glory.

The Survivor of a Tragedy of the Alps 
Tells a Tale of Ilis Terrible 
Experience, 


Dr. Robert Helbing, of the Swiss 


Army, has given a vivid account of the}; 


terrible experiences which he and two 
friends, Major Henri Sporri, also of the 
Swiss Army, and Herr Karl Imfeld, an 
engineer, underwent near the summit 
of the Matterhorn last week. 

“We started from Zermatt with the 
chject of passing the first night at a 
hut on the Lac Noir,” said Dr, Hel- 
biing. “Darkness overtook us two hours 
from the hut, however, and we spent 
the night on the Col du Lion, 

“We continued the ascent at day- 
break, but as we climbed the weather 
grew steadily worse. Nevertheless, al- 
ler a consullation, we decided to push

“At 2 p.m. we reached the danger- 
cus portion of the journey, where ropes 
are attached to rocks overhanging deep 
preeipices.

“It is impossible to describe the fury 
of an Alpine storm in the higher alti- 
tudes, The hail and snow forced us 
t4 seek shelter under a ledge of rock, 
which was, however, exposed to the 
terrific wind. There was no other shel-

“There we crouched all night long, 
while the storm raged with increasing 
fury. We were being gradually frozen 
by the iey wind. 

“Thunder and lightning added to the 
horror of our situation toward morn- 
ing, and, although we were not actu- 
ally struck by lightning, we received 
many electric shocks.

CURE OF TUBERCULOSIS.

Experiments Demonstrate the Value of 
Mercury. 


That mercury can be used as an ef- 
fective weapon against the ravages of 
tuberculosis is asserted by Naval Sur- 
geon Barton Lisle Wright in the last 
issue of the United Slates Naval Bul- 
letin. 

Administered by deep muscular injec 
tions, the mercurial treatment under-| 
taken by Dr. Wright has thus far been 
“so successful that general attention 
has been directed to the resulls, and 
Medical Inspector C. T. Hibbert, with 
other authorities, is convinced that 
science should look more deeply into the 
value of mercury as a specific for the 
dreaded disease. 

Dr. Wright first observed the effects 
ol mercury on tubercular palients in 
the spring of 1905, during the latter 
part of his tour of duty at the United 
States Naval Hospital, Pensacola, Fla., 
where the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery had established a temporary camp 
fo the treatment of tuberculosis. He 
had under his care patients infected 
with the disease and found that the 
pulmonary lesions of these patients im- 
proved rapidly under the influence of 
mercury. He was at the samo time 
administering other remedies, but it be- 
came evident to him that the mercury 
was the agent most effective in com- 
bating the disease, 

Last September, Dr. Wright had an 
opportunity to again practise the treat- 
ment in California. The first results 
there were not satisfactory, but when 
the quantities of mercury injected were 
increased immediate and decided im- 
provement took place. 

Several practically hopeless cases 
have been given the treatment, and 
i} is asserted, steady improvement, with 
gain of strength and weight, ha sre- 
sulted.

Two Farmers Killed Stealing Ride. 


THEIR BODIES WERE BURNED BEYOND 
RECOGNITION, 

Parry Sound, May 12.—Two men 
were killed and two injured as the re- 
sult of a collision on the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway last evening. 

At the present time there is great 
activity in construction in order to 
have the line ready for the opening on 
the 15th of June, and work, ballast, 
and supply trains are very frequent.

Thus ands the last chapter in the his- 
tory of a man who made himself famous 
as a war correspondent in the Far East 
during the Russo-Japanese War—Baron 
von Kreigistein, a German, who had the 
credit of being the most picturesque, if 
rol the most successful, of all the corres- 
pondents who were baffled by the Japan- 


ese War Office, and trailed- through stale 


battlefields by Japanese censors during 
{hat memorable campaign. The baron 


was the one man amongst them who cut 
himself loose from convention, and fur- 
nished news by his own exploits during 


Julls in the fighting. 
LOOKING FOR RUSSIANS.

INDULGE IN THEM, 


Repentance and Contrition of the Pea- 
santry for What They Haye 
Done. 


The Russian citizen has only just been 
born, he is floundering about in his first 
bath, und, alas, there are a multitude of 
nurses who do not understand how to 
handle the infant, 

Now comes along the Social Democrat 
or some other fivebrand, with his bookish 
{heories of in ideal state—teachers who 
have theniselves to learn what it means 
fo be a cilizen.

‘Two sisters who hod lived on their es- 
tate for many years in peace in the pro- 
vince of S—— were astonished one 
morning lo see a procession approach 
the house, The excited peasants de- 
manded to see the women. of the house. 
When (he women appeared and asked 
what was wanted several stalwart men 
laid hold of both, carried them to the 
balcony and set them in armehairs fac- 
ing the crowd below. Here these victims 
were compelled to sit while the mob

dragging forth pictures, furniture and 
books, A huge bonfire was then made of 
the heap and everything burned before 
the two women. When the destruction 
was completed and the peasants’ fury 
abated, they departed, leaving the wo- 
men personally unharmed. The shock 
was too great for the elder sister, and 
she died a few days afterward from 
fright, 

On another estate, in a neighboring 
province, the peasants learned that 
Prince ——, a not unkindly man, one 
whom they had no reason to hale, was 
to visit his estate. Several hundred set 
out to meet him at the station. —What 
was the surprise of the Prince on alight- 
ing to be seized and tied and laid on a 
peasant cart. Bound in this fashion they 
took him home, jeering and ridiculing 
him as they went. The insane mob 
halted at last in front of the manor 
house, and set about their dire work. 
Conceive’it. Thoroughbred horses and 
beautiful cattle were driven up in front 
ef the cart where Prince —— lay, and 
were ripped open and slaughtered in 
front of him; haystacks were fired and 
barns burned. The havoe ended, the 
prince was released, and the peasants 
went home drunk with thei’ own mad 
deeds, 

On an estate in the south, where there 
had been a good deal of restlessness 
during the spring of 1905, many of the 
peasants warned the family in the 
manor house that 


TROUBLE WAS IMPENDING. 


“We would prefer,” they said, “not to 
touch you or your goods, but we are 
afraid that trouble will come upon us if 
we don't, It is not our wish to hurt you, 
You don't, indeed, know whether it is 
God's wish or the Czar’s, but this year 
wo are told, is to be a year of profil to 
us,” 

Four hundred men appeared on the 
given day and announced to Mr. M—— 
that the laws had been changed, that he 
must dismiss his servants and workmen, 
otherwise they would be beaten, and that 
they would fix prices in future, The ex- 
citement here lasted about seven days, 
during which time the family were with- 
oul servants, The entitle, however, were 
secretly fed and watered by the very 
peasants who, had presented this ulti- 
matum, At the end of the week Mr. 
M—— met them half way and agreed to 
raise their wages during the summer 
months. This simple concession was, 
fortunately, sufficient to restore peace 
“and order on this estate. 

There is a strange phenomenon con- 
stantly observable in connection with 
these wanton outrages, namely, the re- 
pentance and contrition of this same 
peasantry for what they have done. One 
day they will burn down barns and 
farmhouses, mutilate horses and cattle, 
and a short while after they will appear 
wilh their heads hanging down and beg 
forgiveness, {ull of sorrow and grief for 
{heir evil acts, The peasantry on the es- 
fates of Mme. X—— destroyed every- 
thing they could Jay their hands on, 
hundreds of pounds of food being

Three days afler the men and women 
came on bended knees imploring Mme.

TEN PRISONERS ESCAPED. 


They Struck Down Their Guards at 
Alexandroysk, Russia. 


A despatch from Alexandrovsk, says: 
A group of important political prisoners 
made an allempt to regain liberty here 
on Wednesday. Some of them were 
killed, and, in turn, they succeeded in 
Striking down some of the prison 
guards, but fen got away, The pris- 
éGners were led by Illinsky, the man who 
assassinated General Count Alexsis P.

Curiously enough, the man whe i 
my opinion, had the keenest firiuitiy 
of the value of publicity and used 
to the grentest personal advautis 
when we consider his bumble 
nings and the limited sphere of bis en 
deavor, never really knew how to rea 
and write. I knew him first as a youn 
street urchin, making his living 
selling newspapers, blacking boots, run 
ning errands and doing such odd jobs 
as fell in his way, and it wus chiefs 
through selling newspapers, whose 
headlines alone he was barely able to 
decipher, that he gained that know! 
edge of what Park row calls “news 
values,” which one finds in every train 
ed and-efficient city editor. 

It was on the strength of this know! 
edge that this bootblack went one day 
to a well known wholesale liquor deal 
er on the east side and proposed that he 
should establish him in a saloon on 
lower Bowery. The liquor dealer was 
aghast at his presumption until he 
learned his scheme; then he capitulated 
at once, and within a few days the pa- 
pers had been signed and twenty-four 
hours’ option secured on rickety and. 
from nearly every imaginable point of 
view, undesirable premises near Cana!

The fields in which the ice is made 
are low, flat and open, and the ice fs 
produced in large lots when the tem- 
perature of the air is 15 degrees or |

point, writes L. Lodian in the Scientific 
American. The method practiced is an 
instructive example of keen observa- 
tion adapted to material purposes by a 
nation which is today ignorant of the 


| science of the thing—that is, they could 


not explain if questioned what actually 
causes the forming of the ice beyond 
a few vague phrases, like “the wind” 
and “keeping the earthly beat down.’

The ice plot is a rectangular piece | 
of ground, say, 130 feet long by 30) 
broad, running in an easterly and west- | 
erly direction.

In the cool season when the tempera- 
ture of the air at the ice fields is un- 
der 50 degrees F. and there are gentle 
breezes from the north and west direc- 
tions ice appears in a nightin all of the 
Native watchers are on~ 
the lookout to note when a thin film 
appears on the water in the pans, when | 
the contents of several are mixed to- 
gether and sprinkled over the other 
dishes. This method augments the 
freezing action. 

Stagnation has been discovered by 
the natives to diminish the quantity of 
ice produced. When the firmament is 
entirely clear, with zephyr currents 
from the northwest, the congelation 
begins before or about midnight and 
continues to advance till morning, 
when the thickest ice is formed. It is 
often an inch thick, and sometimes the 
whole contents of the dish are frozen 
compact. 

The ice dishes present a large moist 
external surface to the air currents, | 
producing. rapid evaporation and a | 
lowering of the temperature. The wa- | 
ter which percolates through the po-| 
rous trays exposes so large a surface 
to the breeze that it is promptly fro- 
yen.

Dynamo Room of Pulp Mill Pant 


Two Lives 


Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., May 19 
Fire which is supposed to have start- 
ed from a spark from the dynamo in 
the power house of the Lake Superior 
power house early yesterday morn- 
ing destroyed the Tagona Water and 
Light power house, the Lake Super- 
ior Co.’s power plant, and the Soo 
Pulp and Paper Mill storeroom. 

The estimated loss is about $300,000, 
fully covered by insurance 

Two men, A. E. Walsh, 
tender, and KE. Gray, his 
lost their lives in the fire 

The water, lighting and street car 
system are affected, but it is expected 
power will be furnished from the 
Steel Plant auxiliary to operate the 
street railway. 

Water is now being supplied by the 
Pulp Mill auxiliary steam pumps. 

It is believed the direct cause of 
the fire will never be known, as the 
only men who were in the room .at 
the time are dead. According *to 
statements made by those who knew 
the workings of the dynamo room the 
fire might have started from a short 
circuit on a dynamo. The men in 
charge made every attempt to check 
the fire and Walsh climbed upon the 
machinery and came in contact with A 
live wire, ending his life. 

Gray, it is supposed, attempted to 
rescue his comrade, and his clothes 
caught fire. He rushed from the build- 
ing and passed through the pulp mill 
followed by a number of employes who 
made every effort to overtake him 
and remove the burning clothes. As- 
cending the stairs at the head of the 
northern tail race, he plunged into the 
water. 

Tt is given out that all departments 
will be rebuilt at once.

Siam Ceding Large 
to Great 

A large slice of territory to 
added to the British Empire without 
a shot being fired. otiations are 
now pending between Great Britain 
and Siam which have, says Reuter, 
| been in progress at Bangkok for some 
time. When they are completed the 
cession of territory referred to. will 
take effect. The negotiations referred 
to were initiated by Siam, which de- 
sired a modification of British extra- 
territorial rights; In return, Siam 1s 
| prepared to cede the two outlying 
| states of Kelantan and Tringano, 
which aretadjacent to the British 
Malay States, and in which there are 
important British interests. The States 
of Kelantan and Tringano are two 
| tributory provinces of Siam, the for- 
} mer being administered by a Siamese 
Commissioner, assisted by an English 
| adviser appointed by the Bangkok 
Government. It is natural that both 
these provinces should be under Bri- 
tish control, as they are contiguous 
to the British Malay States, and are 
determined as within the British 
sphere. of influence by the *Franco- 
Siamese Treaty of 1906. The two 
| states referred to cover an area of 
| between 8,000 and 9,000 square miles. 
As regards Kelantan, there are valu- 
able British interests. The Duff De- 
velopment Company owns a conces- 
sion of some 2,500 square miles of the 
country, obtained from the Rajah of 
Kelantan, supported by thé British 
Government and ratified in 1902 by 
the Siamese Government, in which

Sqgme Funny Things Which May Be| 
Made of Shells. | 

The torpedo boat that floats is sure to 
please the children. Blow out the 
contents of an egg by making a pin- 
hole in both ends and blowing steadily 
in one. Make a hole in the middle of 
the side of an egg and pour in melted 
sealing wax and lead. Paint a row of 
portholes around the egg and glue on 
a bow and a stern cut from a cigar 
box or a shingle. The smokestack is 
made of black cardboard and the rail- 
ing of wooden toothpicks glued on a 
circle of cardboard, which slips over 
the smokestack and is kept in place 
with a touch of glue. The American 
flag flies from a toothpick. If a needle 
is put into the bow, the boat can be 
drawn through the water by a mag- 
net.

_A more peaceable toy is the duck. 
Weight the shell and paint it to repre- 
sent a duck.

EASTER AT BETHLEHEM. 


Picturesque Services of the 

Moravians of Pennsylvania. 
_ Easter is celebrated in a yery quaint 
Manner among the Moravians dwelling 
in the United States of America. On 
Good Friday, in the afternoon, is held 
a crucifixion service. This solemn fea- 
ture is made more realistic by the toll- 
ing of the great bell in the belfry of 
the church three times at 8 o'clock, in- 
dicative of the hour at which Christ 
was crucified. 

About 2 o’clock on Baster Sunday 
morning the trombone ehoir starts out 
on a tour of the town. At each street 
corner quaint old German chorals are 
played. The object is to awaken the 
people and to inform them that it is 
time to be on their way to attend the 
early resurrection services in the 
cburch, 

The Morayias church at Bethlehem, 
Pa., at the time of its erection in 1803 
was the largest church in America.

They play several selections, and then 
the church services begin.

COSTLY MATTRESSES. 
The Kind That Are Used on the Big 
Plate Glass Wagons. 
Probably about as costly 
mattress as any is one that is uw: 
not to sleep on at all, but to xj 
op the long, broud table or plutfor 
the wagons built for carrying plate 

glass. 

These mattresses, which are made 
curled hair, are very tbin, senre 
thicker than a comfortable, and must 
be made with the greatest cure to in 
sure perfect uniformity of thickness 
A lump anywhere would be likely t 
break the plJate of glass resting upou 
it, and there would be stil! greater 
danger if the weight of two plates of 
glass was rested on the lump at once. 

A mattress for a plate glass wagon 
costs, according to size, from $60 to 
$75. In use the corners of smaller 
plates carried on it cut into the tick- 
ing covering, and sooner or later it has 
to be made over. Simply to make over 
such a mattress costs from $20 to $25. 

On the table-topped and mattress 
covered glass wagons the biggest 
plates are carried with confidence and 
safety. The table is built to remain 
absolutely rigid, and the thin but uni- 
form mattress protects the plate from 
jar. 

Before plate glass store fronts had 
come into common use, when the han- 
dling of.a big plate was counted as a 
good deal more of a job than it is now, 
they used to carry a great pane of 
glass In a sort of frame, which was 
put on the wagon with the glass in it 
At its destination this frame or sup- 
port was worked carefully across the 
sidewalk to the store front, where the 
glass was dislodged from it to be set, 
and altogether the setting of a great 
plate of glass was then quite.an un- 
dertaking. : 

Now, with the setting of such plates 
a common dally occurrence and with 
men skilled in the handling of them, 
they simply carry a big plate out and 
lay it on their mattress covered table 
topped wagon and carry it to where 
it is to go and there slide it off, to rest 
it for a moment on blocks on the side- 
walk, and then they pick it up and 
earry it to the window front. 

Then they run under the lower edge 
of the glass lifting straps, by which 
men standing inside the window as 
well as men standing outside can lift 
on it when the glass is put Into place 
in the window frame. There again it 
is raised on blocks until the straps can 
be withdrawn, and then the blocks are 
taken out and the glass secured in 
place, all this being done with great 
care, but still with comparative ease 
and quickness and with certainty, and 
in these times great panes of glass 
are thus moved and set on all but the 
windiest days.

WILLIAM ANDERSON PASSED 
AWAY AFTER A LINGERING 
ILLNESS, 


Peterboro, May 21. — Mr. Wm. 
Anderson, ex-Liberal member of the 
Legislature for East Peterboro, died 
_ at Nicholls Hospital at 7 o'clock this 
morning, He had been a long time ill 
_ from pernicious anaemia. He had 
_ been under treatment in the hospital 
~ here since April 2lst. He leaves a 
_ widow, five sons and one daughter, 
The funeral will take place on Sutur- 
duy ut Keene. : 
The jlate William Anderson was 
born on August 26, 1837, at Otonabee, 
of Scottish parentage, and was 
educated at Otonabee. He followed 
the calling ofa farmer, and as Coun- 
cillor, Deputy Reeve, Reeve and 
Warden, was in all Lwenty-five years 
continuously in municipal positions. 
Mr. Anderson was first returned to 
the Legislature at the general election 
of 1902, and was re-elected in 1905.

This sub- 
ject he claimed is not taught for the 
sake of information, but because it is 
an instrument of education, to de- 
velop the mental faculties. Theaims in 
arithmeticare : First,to train the'pupils 
to think and to express their thoughts. 
Secondly, to calenlate. Teach- 
ers should give the pupils something 
for after life, place the child in a posi- 
tion to carry on his education after 
leaving school. He urged the teachers 
*to teach” always, not ‘'to tell,” to 
guide, to stimulate, to question, to 
drill in the right way and in the right 
place. Special attention should be 
paid to the teaching of notation and if 
this is properly taught more advanced 
work will be greatly simplified. This 
practical and helpful tulk was brought 
to a close by areference to the moral 
habits which may be inculcated if the 
subject is properly taught. 
Mr. Elliott next gave unother 
excellent lectures, this one 
* Habit in Relution to Life.” The 
effects of habit is to relate to the 
moral nature for habit he claimed is 
second nature. Personal action can- 
not be too well emphasized. There is 
little in sentiment if that feeling in 
sentiment isn’t put into, concrete 
action. lf this is not dene the charac- 
ter becomes blasted, Emotions do 
not help if not immediately acted up- 
on, Instances were quoted to prove 
this. He thea showed the iniportance 
of habits. . Children can't be taught 
maxims, They must be tuught by do- 
ing, that is by wunweary practice, 
Education is the formation of habits, 
and all habits are formed by attention 
and by repetition. After « short dis- 
cussion the Convention was brought 
to acloseby the President tendering to 
Mr. Elliott a hearty vote of thanks 
|from the Association for his useful 
and helpful addresses.

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BIG AIRSHIP ~WRECKED 


A Spectacular Accident Occurs 
to a Balloon in Mid-Air. 


Tilted, Burst and Dropped With Ite 
Crew to the Ground—All Its Occu- 
pants, 16 In Number, Injured—The 
Inventor Those Hurt— | 
10,000 Spectators Witness the Acci- 
dent—On Its Trial Trip.

Calif., May 26—A mam- | 
airship on its trial trip in 
Berkeley Saturday, rose 300 feet from 
the earth in view of 10,000 spectators, | 
tilted, burst and dropped to the 
ground with its crew of 16 men, every 
one of whom was injured. 

With the possible exception of L. V. 
Rogers, engineer, injured internally, | 
all will recover. Seven were severe- | 
ly hurt, while nine were bruised and 
eut 

The accident was spectacular. A 
great concourse gathered around a field 
wherein the great aircraft had been | 
filled with illuminating gas. 

After much waiting the stay ropes 
were cut and the airship rose slowly 
from the earth. The five gasoline 
engines, suspended beneath the long 
gas receptacle at intervals of about 
50 feet, each attended by an _ engi- 
neer, were not operated until the 
a.yship was well up in the air. | 

Then two of the engines slowely set | 
in motion the long propellers reach- 
ing out from each side of the ship. 
Before the ship could be’ propelled | 
further than a few feet the forward | 
eid tilted downward until the craft 
stood at an angle of forty-five de- 
grees. 

The members of the crew were ap- | 
parently unable to run along the can- 
vas pathway to equalize the weight | 
and to right the airship, and they | 
clung desperately to the netting and | 
superstructure. 

The rush of gas to the stern of the 
long gas bag caused the envelope to | 
burst with a loud, ripping noise. 

The release of a great quantity of 
gas caused the airship to settle to- 
wards the earth. For a few moments, 
it looked-as though it would come 
down slowly enough to avoid any in- 
jury to the 16 men. 

Some of them, however, lost their 
heads before the ship could alight and 
| jumped, suffering broken limbs, or 
severe bruises. Nearing the earth, 


|the ship lost gas more rapidly and 


the ship was borne to the earth with 
great force. 

Mr. Morrell, the 
craft, and several of the engineers 
were caught in the understructure 
and injured by the engines. 

As the ship struck the ground, hun- 
dreds of men rushed forward and 
with knives ripped the gas bag mm 
a hundred places, cutting away the 
varnished material to get out the men 
buried underneath. The injured men 
| were quickly taken to hospitals. — 

J. A. Morrell had for a long time 
been engaged in building his airship. 
It was more than 400 feet long and 36 
feet. in diameter. 

He had announced that it was only 
a model of the one he intended to 
build, declaring that he would con- 
struct a ship 1,200 feet long and cap- 
able of carrying 500 passengers. 

The gas bag was the shape of a 
torpedo with blunt ends. The five 
engines were suspended by means of 
| heavy network. A canvas running,

BELL’S MACHINE WRECKED. 


Toronto Operator Made a Mistake In 
the Flying Machine. 

Hammondsport, N.Y., May 26.— 
Traveling at a rate of 34 miles an 
hour and at a height of 20 feet, the 
aeroplane White Wings was struck 
by a heavy squall Saturday afternoon 
and. turning turtle, fell, Aviator John 
McCurdy of Toronto being pinned un- 
der the wreckage.

Notorious Blackmailer Who Drove 
Three Men to Suicide — Reduced | 
Horrible Crime to Fine Art—Female 
Child Stealers—Seductive Circe of 
the Slums—Poison From Lust of 
Cruelty. 


“One of the most dangerous men the 
police ever had to deal with,” was 
the verdict passed by Inspector Pen- 
tin upon Von Veltheim, who was sen- 
| tenced recently in London, England, 
to twenty years’ penal servitude for 
demanding money by threats from 
Mr. “‘Solly” Joel, the South African 
magnate. 

Are there not female Von Veltheims 
known to the police who, practicing 
| Von Veltheim’s methods, are far more 
| cunning, dangerous, and merciless 
than even Von Veltheim was? 

Take, for instance, the case of the 
notorious Ohicago May, who only a 
few months ago received a sentence 
of fifteen years’ imprisonment for her 
share in the attempted assassination 
of Eddie Guerin. Of her almost un- 


thinkable wickedness something leak- | 


ed out at the trial, but the half was 
not told. 

The police, for example, stated that 
she had driven three men to suicide 
| by her blackmailing. As a matter of 
fact, the writer of this article—who 
Was especially employed at the time 
in investigating her antecedents—dis- 
covered no fewer than seven suicides 
that were directly traceable to her, 
besides several doubtful cases. She 
had also been implicated in at least 
| three murders and five attempted mur- 
ders, excluding that of Guerin. 

Compared: with a record such as 
this, Von Veltheim’s one suicide (that 
of Miss Mattis) and one killing (Mr. 
Woolf Joel) seem almost trivial. Von 
Veltheim considered as a blackmailer, 
too, was a mere bungling amateur by 
the side of Chicago May, who had re- 
duced her horrible trade to a fine art. 

She was an expert, and no mistake! 
She had a special locked volume 
wherein, carefully indexed, she kept 
a record of the names and addresses 
of her victims, together with the 
amounts she had succeeded in extract- 
ing from them, and many other par- 
ticulars. The writer has seen and 
handled this extraordinary book, 
which, with its beautifully-tooled red 
morocco binding, its patent Bramah 
locks (two of them), and its heavy 
clasps of solid eighteen-carat gold, 
could certainly not have been sold 
for less than a $50 bill by the well- 
known firm of stationers who sup- 
plied it. 

Here is another case in point. It 
concerns one ‘‘Handsome Polly,” alias 
“Polly the Pickpocket,” alias “the 
Worst Woman in London,’’ England. 
Although she has only been conviet- 
ed about half-a-dozen times at all, 
her longest sentence being one of 
three years’ imprisonment for child- 
stealing, Polly has a record such as 
few, if any, mere male criminals have 
ever aspired to. 

When only fourteen she achieved 
the distinction of being elected “Queen 
of the Forty Thieves,” a gang of 
| young female pickpockets that haunt- 
ed the purlieus of Drury Lane, Lon- 
don, England, some twenty-five years 
ago. Afterwards she became an ar- 
tist’s model, and her portrait, as Ve- 
nus, appeared on the walls of the 
Royal Academy. 

A serious charge of fraud, however, 
caused her to be barred from the 
studios, and Polly became a profes- 
sional blackmailer, jewel thief, and 
confidence trickster. By these means 
she amassed considerable wealth, so 
that on her last appearance at the 
Old Bailey she sailed into the dock 
attired in a Paris costume and _ be- 
decked with some $25,000 worth of 
diamonds. 

“Crime does not pay,” they say. 
Well, it has ‘paid’ in the case of 
“Handsome Polly.” But at how ter- 
rible a cost to the community at large 
it is well-nigh impossible to say 

And as. with these two instances, 
so it is with innumerable other ones. 
In no branch of crime has man really 
proved himself superior to woman. 
| One seeks in vain'in criminal annals, 


| for example. for any male counterpart 
| to Mme. Humbert, who swindled some 
| of the shrewdest financiers in Europe 
out of more than $10,000,000 on the 
strength of some superstitious docu- 
ments and an empty safe. 

Or where, again, can one find a 
masculine parallel to the lately-de- 
ceased Cassie Chadwick, who persuad- 
ed scores of shrewd American bill- 
discounters and bankers that a sup- 
posed signature of Andrew Carnegie’s 
~-traced by her from a magazine ad- 
vertisement on a leaf torn out of a 
child’s copy-book—was genuine, and 
| on the strength of it obtained houses 
and lands, and hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in hard cash? 

Or, again, what about Mrs. Gordon- 
Baillie? She had all the genius of 
Mme: Humbert and Mrs. Chadwick,

His enemies remembered that 
He had said that He would rise again | 
the third day, and so with Pilate’s ap- 
proval they made the tomb as sure as 
they could, sealing the stone and set- 
ting a watch (Matt. xxvii, 62-66). To 
mere human eyes it looked as if the 
devil had the victory and the impostor, 
as the scribes and Pharisees thought, — 
had been finally disposed of. But at 
all man’s thoughts and purposes “He 
that sitteth in the heavens shall laugh; 
the Lord shall have them in, derision” 
(Ps. ii, 4). 

At the appointed time on the third 
day He came forth victorious over sin | 
and death and the grave, and He 
showed Himself alive by many infalll-— 
ble proofs during forty days, speaking 
of the things pertaining to the king- 
dom of God (Acts i, 3). There is no 
topic more plain in Scripture and yet 
less understood by preachers generally 
and, of course, by the majority who 
listen to them than the kingdom of 
God or of heaven, which our Lord 
Himself described as the will of God 
done on earth as in heaven. It is de- 
scribed as including all the nations 
upon earth, all kings bowing down to 
Jesus as King of kings and all the 
nations worshiping Him as the Mes- 
slah of Israel, they having become a 
righteous nation at His appearing in 
glory and all nations blessed through 
them. Then we who now accept Him 
and serve Him and follow Him shall 
in our resurrection bodies reign with 
Him in His kingdom. Inasmuch as 
our mortal bodies shall be made like 
unto His glorious body, for we shall 
be like Him (Phil. fil, 21; I John iii, 2), 
it becomes to us a matter of the great- 
est possible interest to note the pow- 
ers and the nature of His resurrection 
body. Our special lesson to day, al- 
though it mentions only one of His 
appearances, really covers four—that 
to Mary Magdalene, to the other wom- 
en, to Simon Peter and to the two who 
walked to Emmaus. We have called 
attention to the fact of there being no> 
redemption apart from His resurrec- 
tion, but redemption will be found to 
include our bodies also at the resurrec- 
tion of the just (I Cor. xv, 51). Al- 
though He forbade Mary to touch Him 
because, as He said, He was then op

People Who Eat Locusts. 


| Locusts are a table luxury in Pales- 
tine and other places. The Jews fry 
‘them in sesame oil In Arabia Petrea 
Yoensts are dried in the sun and 
ground into a kind of flour for baking. 
‘In Central Africa certain tribes make 
them into thick brown soup. In Mada- 
gascar they are baked in huge jars, 
then fried in grease and mixed with 
rice. In Algeria they simply are boil- 
‘ed in water and salted to taste. The 
‘Arabs grind and bake them as cakes, 
roast fem in butter or crush them 
ith camel’s cheese and dates. But 
‘they only resort to this fare in times 
‘of famine. In southern Russia, where 
ocusts still are extensively eaten by 
tthe serfs, the insects usually are smok- 
in the first instance like fish. When 
zequired for consumption the legs and 
jwings are broken off, and the ies 
‘are boiled, roasted, stewed, fried or 
foroiled. The flavor of locusts, while 
trong and disagreeable, becomes mild 
nd readily disguised when cooked. 
ome locust soups scarcely are to be 
‘distinguished from beef broth. Fried 
in their own oil and slightly salted, 
they acquire a pleasant nutty flavor. 
cust eating tribes invariably grow 
‘fat when the food is plentiful. Grubs 
‘and caterpillars are eaten with avidity 
by Parisians, and butterflies are eaten 
iby the natives of Australia, silkworms 
dn China, and harvest flies by some 
‘Africans. 


{ Horned Owl As a Fisher. 
' Most of the big owls catch fish oc- 
easionally; and in the Old World one 
kind of owl lives wholly upon fish. 
{The following article in a recent num- 
‘ber of Forest and Stream tells how 
our great horned owl was seen by a 
party of hunters in November, 1907, 
catching fish in a lake near South 
ilford, Nova Scotia:

If a white | 
complains of this the men say, “When 
we give our women plenty of work we | 
are sure to keep them out of mis- 
chief.” 

Most of the lower African tribes be- 
lieve woman are good druges and no- 
thing more. The Kaftirs consider their 
eattle better property than their wives

They watch the kraal, where the cat- 
tle are kept, and their women work in 
the fields, draw the water, and carry 
the heavy loads. When they go to 
market the women carry the produce 
on their heads. The lords walk behind 
with a stick, ready to use it on the 
slightest provocation. 

It is not unusual to hear these men 
say: “My wives are my oxen. I buy 
them, therefore they must labor.’ 
The women practice the strictest econ- 
omy so that their husbands can buy 
second wives. 

In Tibeste the women are cast 
aside if they do not work hard enough 
t> please their husbands, The men 
go off-on raids and hunts which last 
for months. The women take care of 
the cabins, children, chamois, and 
goats. They buy and sell and go, into 
the interior. To chew tobacco is their 
ehief recreation. 

Among the Bobo, in the northeast 
of Senegal, besides working +in the 
fields and caring for,the children, the 
women make the implements of war. 
It is common for husbands to send 
them to do the fighting. 

Thé Monbutti men, in the Ubangi, 
hold it a disgrace to do any of the 


work. Every bit of the agricultural 
work is done by the women. When | 
they migrate, their wives become 


beasts of burden, 

In traveling, the Alipones of Brazil 
load their women down with every- 
thing that is heavy. Among some of 
the tribes, where it is necessary to 
fell the trees, this employment is giv- 
en to the women. 
In Java the women alone attend 
the markets and conduct all the busi- 
ness of buying and selling. | 


Tears Relieve the Brain. 


“Tears, idle tears, I know not what 
they mean’’—but Dr. Waynbaum does. | 
Blessed are those who weep, accord- 
ing to this German luminary, ‘“‘for 
they are decongesting their brains!” 
Tears act like a natural bleeding pro- 
cess which is the more effective since 
it_ takes place in a territory directly | 
affecting the circulation in its most! 
delicate part. The lacrymal gland is 
fed by the lacrymal artery, a volum- | 
inous branch of another artery which 
itself belongs to yet another. When 
we weep all the tears are furnished 
directly by the blood of the lacrimal 
artery, that is to say, by the blood of 
the innermost artery. Thus an ab- 
straction of water and of alluminoid 
and chemical substances, at the im- 
mediate expense of the brain blood, 
takes place in the act of shedding 
tears. This loss of serum produces the 
effect of a slight local loss of blood, 
dulling the centres to pain for some 
instants and bringing relief to the 
weeper. This is the way tears come 
to the aid of the suffering soul. This 
theory applies also to tears of joy. 
In joy there is chiefly increase of 
innervation and circulation. At a 
given moment tears give needed relief 
to the cerebral circulation of one who 
has laughed too much and whose brain 
thereby is congested.

A Madhouse Doctor's Experience With 
His Crazy Cooks. 

A celebrated Scotch physician tells a 
of a madhouse doctor whose 
presence of mind alone saved his life: 

“A great friend of mine was for a 
considerable time the medical superin- 
tendent of a lunatic asylum near Glas- 
gow.

“The doctor unlocked the iron barred 
door of the kitchen and went in 
among the lunatics. 

“There were five large boilers con- 
taining scalding water ready for mak- 
ing the day’s dinner for the patients. 

“One of the lunatics pointed’at the 
boilers full of hot water and, laying 
his hand upon the doctor's shoulder, 
sald, ‘Doctor, you'll make a fine pot 
of broth.’ And the words had no soon- 
er been uttered than the other six mad- 
men shouted In a voice of delight, 
‘Just the thing,” and, seizing the doc- 
tor, were in the very act of putting 
him into one of the large boilers of 
scalding water when the doctor had 
the presence of mind to Say, but not a 
second too soon; 

“‘Capital broth! But it would taste 
better if I took my clothes off.’ 

“The madmen, with a yell of delight, 
said ‘Yes,’ and the doctor asked them 
to wait a moment while he went and 
took his clothes off. But as soon as he 
got out of the kitchen he turned the 
key in the door and ordered the keep- 
er to see to the lunatics being put un- 
der restraint. 

_ “The doctor's presence of mind saved 
him, it Is true, from a terrible death, 
but he died shortly after raving mad. 
The experience had destroyed his rea- 
son.”

DOG INTELLIGENCE. 


The Clever “Malamutes” That Carry 

? the Mails In Alaska. 

The Eskimo begins to train bis dog 
for sledge work before it is a month 
old. One of the most Interesting fea- 
tures of Eskimo villages are puppies 
tied to the pole of a tent. They pull 
on the rope with all their puppy 
strength in the effort to break away 
and join in the frolics of their elders. 

Not until a dog bred for mail service 
is one year old is it pat in training for 
the trail. It begins by runoiog ten 
miles with the team; then it is dropped 
out. Next day it runs the same dis- 
tance. Gradually the distance is {a- 
creased until it reaches its fifteenth 
month of life, when it becomes part of 
the regular service. The life of a mail 
dog is from three to four years. No 
greater punishment can be inflicted 
than to lay a dog off from service. 
When unruly they are often threat- 
ened with a lay-off, and with almost 
human intelligence they seem to un- 
derstand the disgrace It implies in the 
eyes of their fellow workers on the 
trail, All fight to be leaders. A con- 
stant spur to an unambitious dog Is 
the “outsider,” who will quickly take 
away the leadership not only in the 
mail service, but In teams maintained 
chiefly for the pleasure of the sport. 
The intelligence of the malamute Is re- 
markable, its scent wondetful, its {o- 
stinct, as a rule, unerring. 

Some dogs are better trall followers 
than others, as some are better lead- 
ers. In a blizzard the best of them 
lose the trall, but invariably find it. 
When on the trail they never eat but 
once a day, then at the end of a jour- 
ney. After feeding, like weary chil- 
dren, they fall asleep aud are never 
quarrelsome, It takes on an average 
twenty pounds of food a day for a 
team of eleven dogs on a hard route.— 
Lida Rose McCabe in St. Nicholas.
